CHAPTER 506.
AN ACT to amend sections 20.01, 20.02, 20.04, subsection (2)
of section 20.19, section 20.25, subsection (1) of section 20.33,
. sections 20.35, 20.37, 20.38, 20.45, 20.54 and 20.56, and to
repeal sections 20.29, 20.30 and paragraph (11) of section
20.84, relating to public printing, and creating a new print-
ing board in lieu of the present printing board as now consti-
tuted.

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and
Assembly, do enact as follows:

SectioN 1. Seections 20.29, 20.30 and paragraph (11) of sec-
tion 20.84 of the statutes are repealed.

SecTioNn 2. Sections 20.01, 20.02, 20.04, subsection (2) of
section 20.19, section 20.25, subsection (1) of section 20.33, sec-
tions 20.35, 20.37, 20.38, 20.45, 20.54 and 20.56 of the statutes
are amended to read: 20.01 The publie printing is all the
printing and binding for which payment may lawfully be made
out of the state treasury, together with all necessary material
therefor, except the paper used by state printers, which will be
furnished by the state, at the discretion of the printing board.
It is divided into six classes: First. All legislative printing.
Second. Wisconsin session laws, statutes, annotations and blue
books. Third. Governor’s messages, official reports, pamphlets
and magazines, bulletins and transactions of officers and socie-
ties, * * * all books not otherwise classified, all printing,
except job work, for the state historical society, ‘Wisconsin
academy of sciences, arts and letters, Wisconsin archeological
society, university of Wisconsin, state normal schools and Wis-
consin branch of the American institute of criminal law and
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criminology. Fourth. All job printing and all printing not
otherwise classified. Fifth. Newspaper publications. Sixth.
Supreme Court reports. The terms ‘‘print,”’ ‘‘printing,’’
‘‘printed,’’ ‘‘order printed,”’ ‘‘print and deliver,’”’ and other
similar terms used in this chapter mean and include all bind-
ing required to accompany the printing referred to.

20.02 (1) * * * The governor and the supermtendent
of public property, ax officio, and an editor of public printing,
who shall be appointed by the governor, shall constitute the
printing board. The editor of public printing shall hold his
office for the term of two years, and shall receive an annual
salary of two thousand five hundred dollars, and necessary ex-
penses incurred tn the performance of his official duties.

(2) State printers, of whom there may be one or more, are
the persons under contract to do publie printing, other than news-
paper publications and the publication of the decisions of the
supreme court. Wherever in this chapter the words ‘‘the state
printer’’ are used, they are intended to designate the person
who by contract is required to do the particular printing there
considered.

(3) The state paper is the newspaper which, by the declara-
tion of the printing board, is made the official paper of the
state for newspaper publication of laws, proclamations, legal
notices and advertisements.

2004 * * * (1) The printing board shall appoint such
assistants, proof readers, clerks and other employes as ¢t shall
find necessary to perform the duties imposed upon it, prescribe
their duties, destgnate their respective titles and fiz thetr salaries
or compensation, and all employes of the present printing board
shall be eligible for stmilar service under the board hereby pro-
vided for.

(2) All salaries and compensation authorized by this section
shall be charged to the proper appropriation to the printing
board.

(3)" It shall be the duty of proof readers to examine critically
all printer’s copy presented to said board, and before the same
shall be delivered to the state printer, report to said board all
failures to eliminate matter unsuitable for public printing, and
all failures to properly consolidate statistical tables, and make
such copy comply with law; provided, that the power of elim-
inating matter from any public printing shall not be construed
to include the power to change the thought or findings of any
book, catalog, bulletin, report or other public printing. To read
and correct proof-sheets of all matter printed by state printers,
except that done for the university and normal schools, for the
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state historical society, for the Wisconsin academy of sciences,
arts and letters, for the Wisconsin archeological society, for the
board of commissioners of the geological and natural history
survey, and for the Wisconsin history commission; to require
state printers to use, in all cases not otherwise prescribed by law,
such style, size and arrangement of type, such spacing of lines
and such widths of borders and margins as will insure the lar-
gest measure of economy possible with good work, and to per-
form such other duties as said board may direct. The offices
and positions ereated by this section are hereby placed in the
competitive class of the civil service.

20.19 (2) If actual experience shall demonstrate that the

(First Para-
graph) No dealer shall sell, cffer for sale or negotiate for the
sale of any securities not herein expressly exempted until such
dealer shall have * * * filed with the railroad commission :

SEcTiON 2. Subsections 3 and 4 of section 1753—50 are re-
pealed.

SeEcTION 3. Subsections 3 and 6 of section 1753—51 are
amended to read: (Section 1753—51) 3. No advertisement.
pamphlet, circular or other document shall be issued, circulated
or delivered by such company, or its agent, within this state un-
less the same shall bear a serial number and a copy thereof shall
first have been filed with such railroad commission. * * =

6. The said commission shall have the power to make such
examinations of any such company at its expense, including
actual expenses and the per diem of examiners, and to require
such further information and reports as it may deem advisable,
* * * but the making of any such examination shall be
wholly in the discretion of the commission and no report of such
examanation and no act of the commission in pursuance of sec-
tion 1753—48 to seclion 1753—353, inclusive, shall imply or in-
clude any approval of the condition or business of the company
or of its securities.
